DURANT, Okla., July 25—(UP)-—Gov. W. H. Murray 


:>f Oklahoma arrived here tonight and assumed personal com- 
mand of an army of thirty-two boys guarding the northern 
approach to the toll bridge across the Red river, Oklahoma- 
Texas boundary. 


The long mustaches of "'Alfalfa 


Bill" Murray, chief 
executive of 


Oklahoma, vibrated furiously as he 
swirled up in a motor car and an- 
nounced that no less a power than 
the president of the United States 
could sway his course. ' 


A large crowd of Oklahomans and 


Texans greeted Murray and- were 
hilarious in their admiration of his 
•white suit made of southern C9tton, 
his panama hat and his inevitable 
suspenders. 
Cries of "We're for you, Bill," and 


"Atta boy, Bill," were heard on all 
sides as Murray alighted from his 
car. 
Troopers Form Cordon.

formed a cordon around the execu- 
tive as he began to issue orders. 


Murray's first act was to relieve

Barrett, earlier in the day, had 


been restrained from

the bridge in an injunction issued 
at Muskogee by Federal Judge Col- 
in Neblett. 
Expressing indignation at Judge 
Nebletfs action and calling attention 
to Article il of the United States 
constitution. Murray immediately 
set forth for the bridge to assume 
personal command. 
"Just let 'em enjoin me," mut- 
tered Alfalfa Bill, when remind i 
that his action in barricading the 
bridge was in open violation of 
Judge Nebletfs ruling. 


"Alfalfa Bill retired shortly after 


10 .o'clock, after eating a hearty 
. 
dinner of army rations. Lieut. Col. 
John A. McDonald deployed one 
mile north to a farm house and 
contacted a cow, bringing back 
milk to assuage the 
governor's 


thirst. 
Murray said he would keep the 
soldiers at their posts until the free 
bridge is permanently opened. He

State Sheriff Endres, 
who formerly served as sheriff in 
that county, thinks there should 
be a reorganization of the entire jail 
force. 


Governor Is Critical. 


"The state of Nebraska goes to a 


good deal of expense in capturing 
and convicting criminal offenders," 
said Governor Bryan in

copies' of the Endres statement to 
the press. "It is unfortunate for the 
taxpayers and detrimental to the 
administration of justice when this 
has to be done a second "time."

Mexican Government Announces Aboli- 


tion of Gold as Standard of Currency, 
In Effort to Solve Exchange Crisis- 
Step Taken Soon After Ex-President 
Calles Becomes Head of Bank of 
Mexico. 
MEXICO ITY, July 25— (INS—In an effort to solve 


Mexico's exchange crisis, the government tonight announced 
abolition of gold as the standard of currency, substituting sil- 
ver in its stead. 


The government announced silver 


only would be recognized as legal 
iender and that all bills henceforth 
will be payable with this metal. 


The step was taken soon after 


former 
President 
Plutarcp Elias 


Calles took office as president of 
the Bank of Mexico, assuming the 
position of virtual financial dic- 
tator of the country. 


Simultaneous with announcement 


of the new silver standard, it was 
made known that the Bank of 
Mexico will withdraw as a competi- 
tive bank and become part of a 
federal reserve system, in co-opera- 
tion with all other business banks 
in Mexico City. 


Committee Named. 


A committee consisting of 
one 


representative of the government, 
one member of the Bank of Mexico 
and one man appointed by each of 
the other five leading banks was 
named to supervise and check the 
reserve on hand. 


Although official 
announcement 


to this effect b_as not 
yet 
been 
made. International News Service 
learned from a reliable source that 
gold will be reduced to a merchan- 
dise basis, banks being obliged to 
pay in gold only 30 per cent of 
amounts deposited, the remainder 
being in silver.

Unmailed Missive Shows 


Miss Schmerlgr Was 
In Fear of Indian.

Five Suspects Held 


Arizona; Another 


Is Sought. 


WHITE RIVER. Ariz., July 25— 


(TJ.PJ— • Authorities Investigating the 
murder of Henrietta Schmerler, 25, 
honor student in Columbia univer- 
sity, announced tonight that a let- 
ter written by the slain girl re- 
vealed that she feared one of: the 
Apaches. 


Confronted by Indian supersti- 
tions and rituals in their investiga- 
tion since the body of the student 
was found in an isolated canyon 
Friday, olficers in charge of the case 
regarded the letter as a most im- 
portant clue. 
The letter was written to relatives 
in New York and went unmailed 
when Miss Schmerler left her small 
Indian shack a week ago tonight to 
ittend a dance at Port Apache. It 
was ^discovered as authorities were 
searching the shack for traces of her 
assailant. Identity of th« Indian was 
not revealed in the letter, it was an- 
nounced.Police Seek Assailant. 


Indian police and Apaches joined 
authorities in the search for the 
Indian believed to be a nomadic 
Apache living in the 
mountains 
nearby. 


A coroner's Jury returned an open 
verdict in the case, stating 
Miss 
Schmerler had been killed by an" in- 
strument. Her body carried knife 
wounds and a bruise over the 
left 
eye.Miss Schmerler's body was taken 
to Winslow in an airplane late to- 
day and preparations were under 
way for transferring Claude Gilbert 
and several other suspects to the 
county jail at Hdbrook. 
Attired in, a native Apache cos- 
tume, made by a friendly 
Indian 
maiden, Miss Schmerler left her 
Eastfork shack last Saturday night 
for a dance with the Apache. 
Five Indians Held. 
No witnesses were found to testify 
she had reached the dance. 
Her 
body, attired in the same costume, 
was found near the Port Apache 
cemetery Friday by a posse 
of 
twenty-five Indian scouts headed by 
Deputy Sheriff George Woolford of 
Holbrook. 
The body was decomposed by the 
storms that have swept over this 
area during the week. All tracks of 
her 
assailant or assailants were 
washed away by rains. 
Authorities Tselieved she was killed 
by a degenerate Indian, and car- 
ried to the canyon. Her shack had 
been ransacked, but it was believed 
not until after the 
murder was 
committed. 
"Jive Indians are held as suspects 
in the murder," Navajo County At- 
torney cCauley declared. "We are 
seeking another," The other sought 
was believed to be one mentioned 
in Miss Schmerler's letter.

Sunday for Arctic. 


LENINGRAD ( U. S. S. R.. July 25 


—a.N.S.)—The huge dirigible Graf 
Zeppelin, its luxurious interlf furn- 
ishings ripped out to make room for 
the r.catcst scientific labratory ever 
to take to the air dropped down on 
the soviet air field here tonight on 
its way to the uncharted regions of 
the Arctic circle. 
• The Graf arrived at 8:26 p. m., lo- 
cal time, (11:26 a. m.. central stan- 
dard time), after a leisurely Journey 
from Berlin, carrying sixteen pass- 
engers and a crew of thirty. The 
dirigible left its base at Friedrich- 
shafen, Germany early yesterday 
and spent the night in Berlin be- 
fore proceeding to socviet Russia. 


A considerable crowd was on 


hand to greet the dirigible and its 
complement, including the group of 
Russian explorers and meterologists 
who are to make the trip into the 
Arctic. Their activities will be un- 
der the direction of Prof. Boris 
Samoilivitsch, prominent Russian 
scientist, who started with the ex- 
pedition from Friedrichshafen. 


Weather permitting, the Graf will 


leave tomorrow on its northward 
journey, heading toward Nova Zem- 
bla and thence deep into the Arctic 
circle. While the definite route to 
be taken will depend upon at- 
mospheric and weather conditions, 
it was understood Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
commander of the ship, might take 
his passengers to the pole.

the stock market during the pa.s 
week. With but few exceptions lead 
ing stocks have moved steadily low. 
er, with many of the speculative 
leaders giving up practically all o" 
the advances chalked up in the firs 
burst of buying enthusiasm which 
followed the 
Hoover moratorium 
plan. 


Market Fails to Hold Up. 
The failure of the market to hole 
up, despite the lack of organizec 
selling 
pressure, 
has occasionec 


much disappointment in the finan- 
cial district. The lack of important 
buying support makes it probable 
that any autumn market rise wil 
take place from a lower price range 
The persistent weakness in the 


common shares of U. S. Steel 
and 


Bethlehem Steel in the closing days 
of the week pcmts to a i eduction 
m dividend rates of both issues, the 
former probably to a $5 basis from 
the current $7 rate, and the latter 
to a $2 basis from the present $4 
late. 


Reduced requirements of the auto- 


mobile builders, the completion of 
rail contracts, and the falling off 
in large gas and oil line projects 
accounts largely for the recession in 
steel output, which dropped to 30 
per rent in the past week, accord- 
ing to the Iron Age. 


Optimistic Note. 
An optimistic note is sounded by 
steel tiade reviews which point out 
that while little basic improvement 
can be hoped for in August, a def- 
inite upswing should be underway 
early in September. 


The commodity price 
situation 


has in general followed the trend of 
developments in t!2° international 
situation, with the rather indecfc.- 
ive termination of the seven-power 
conference in London, resulting in 
a somewhat sagging tendency for 
commodities. 
Prices as measured by the Annal- 
ist Weekly Index declined 1 3 pcmts 
to 101.2, but fractionally above the 
June low of 100 5, and comparing 
with the recent high of 102 6 estab- 
lished on July 7, when enthusiasm 
aroused by President Hoover's debt 
plan was at its height 


Shoe Industry Favored. 


One cf the most favored indus- 
tries at the present time is that re- 
lating to the manufacture of boots 
and shoes. Estimates of June pro- 
duction are placed at 27,000,000 pair 
against 23,900,000 pairs in June 1930. 
Production for the first six months 
of the year shows a slight increase 
over that of a year ago, which is 
in vivid contrast to the conditions 
existing in other lines of endeavor.

When it comes to salaries and 


wages of employes, the senate runs 
the house very close, but when it 
comes to postage the lower chamber 
user frur ID six times as much as 
the uppc:. It is a fairly even race 
on pruning, while for miscellaneous 
.supplies and incidentals the ratio is 
about 2 to 1 with the house at the 
long end 


Altogether, it has taken $210,233 


of the taxpayers' money to pay the 
cost of both sessions to date, with 
some thousands of dollars still to 
be paid out for bound volumes of 
the house and senate journals when 
the printers deliver them. The ulti- 
mate total may run as high as 
$215,000.

It is now figured that the general

before lunch. 
Glass flew in all directions and for

seriously. 


For a few moments there was 


panic. Then it was seen that the 
target of the bomb had not been the 
throngs within the arcade, but the 
fascist newspaper Mattino.

As the police began to investigate 


the blast, preparations for which 
they believed had been made dur- 
ing the last few days, the populace 
vented its enthusiasm by putting out 
flags as a protest against terrorism.

prohibition. 
The southland

with his praises following that ac- 
tion, and a number of southern 
leaders came out openly for his 
nomination. Despite Roosevelt's in- 
augural statement that he opposed 
the Eighteenth 
amendment, and 


the support accorded him by dread 
T-immany, the drys took the view 
that, if he opposed Raskob there 
must be some good in the man. 
from their viewpoint. 


Endorsed by Wets. 


The past week, however, saw 


Governor 
Roosevelt's 
candidacy 


publicly endorsed by no less per- 
sonages than Joseph F. Guffey of 
Pennsylvania, and 
Mayor 
Anton 


Cermak of Chicago, both leaders in 
their states, and both tnorougnly 
and sincerely wet. 


Guffey promised to deliver all 


but a few 01 Pennsylvania's large 
delegation to the Roosevelt stand- 
ard in the convention next year. 


Cermak said he believed the New 


York governor is "wet enough" to 
please the thoroughly wet delega- 
tion that he will lead ftoru Illinois. 


The effect of these declarations

"The Grasshopper Year." 


There were some grasshoppers in 


1872 
and again m 1873 but A. J. 


Leach in his history of Antelope 
county says "The year 1874 was 
known all over the settled portions 
of Nebraska as 'The Grasshopper 
Year.' The spring- and early sum- 
mer had been favora.ble for grow- 
ing crops; corn was looking well 
and promising an extra hen.vy yield: 
wheat and oats were mostly in the 
shock, when in the afternoon of a 
bright sunshiny day a cloud was 
.seen in the distance to the north- 
west, as of srnoke or dust. It was 
a cloud of grasshoppers. They came 
like driving snow in winter. They 
filled the air, they covered the 
earth, the buildings, the shocks of 
gre.in, and even-thing. Th?y alighted 
on trees in such numbers as to 
break off limbs with' their weight. 


"In a few hours they stripped 


the cornfields of every vestige of 


loaf. They denuded the trees of 
thrir leaves nivt the twigs and 
smaller limb" of the bark. Tiny 
severed ths bar.os on the bundles 
of shocked Rir.in, siitf shelh-d out 
ll-.o train. Their alight ing on U'.R 
roots and sides of houses sounded

Come From Nurlhwest. 


I', is a notable lact that tho 


prassl'oppei'3 came usually, thouch 
not always, from 
the northwest. 


Generally they came about the Ir.st 
of July, rcniaineci from two to .six 
days and then passed on to the 
southeast. In 1E75. however, they 
came about the midtilc of June and 
came from the southeast. 


Since 1877 there have been few 


migratory grasshoppers. In 1874, for 
the first time, the grasshoppers be- 
gan to show disease. A small red 
mite appeared that year, looking 
like n very diminutive spider. 
It 


was noticed that many of the hop- 
per? seomed to be specked wi'h red 
dots. They not only pre.ved upon 
the hoppers byt 
devoured 
their 


eggs. Many of the hoppers were 
infested 
with 
little 
grubs that 


preyed upon their vituls completely 
eating out the insidcs and leaving 
only the shell. Others had » lonpc 
slender worm not. 'nrger than a 
horsehair coiled in the abdominal 
cavity. 


What became of the hoppers that 


were here in greater or less num- 
bers in 1867, 1870. 1872, 1874 and 
every year up to 1877 is a question 
hard to answer. Some think they 
were exterminated by their enemies, 
others, that those that passed on 
to the southeast finally perished in. 
the Gulf of Mexico.

— (U.P.)— Prevalent prices of agri- 
cultural commodities mean the de- 
struction of American farm 
life. 


Governor Harry Wcodring declared 
here tonight. 


Addressing an 
American Legion 


gathering. Wopdring said the farm- 
er cannot maintain his standard of 
living by producing 25 cent wheat. 
Unless the condition is 
porrected 


immediately "the resulting ruin will 
bring hardship and suffering to the 
middlewest to such an extent that 
we would not 
have even thought 


possible," he declared. 


He laid the blame for financal 
distress on the doorstep of powerful 
financial groups, accusing the un- 
named potentates c-f "manipulating 
with the deliberate intention to de- 
stroy the competing interests." 


"We are in the midst of what I 


have designated as a panic 
of 
plenty" the governor said. "It 
is 


unique in our history. It is an en- 
tirely new situation. 
Our present 


breakdown, depression, panic 
or 


whatever you call it. has 
been 


caused not by our failure to master 
want, but by our failure to master 
plenty." 


Over production .is not the sole 


cause of low oil prices. Woodring 
contended. 
He cited figures pur- 


ported to show that while produc- 
tion was less in the first six months 
of 1931 than for last year, consump- 
tion for the same period, was great- 
er. 


"In spite of these 
conditions." 
the governor said, "the large 
oil 
companies are paying 22 cents now 
as compared with $1.56 a barrel a 
year sgo. Such conditions certainly 
warrant the suspicion of price man- 
ipulation.''

Times may be hard and manufact- 
uring and industrial conditions any- 
thing but satisfactory jet here in 
Cedar county is a village of 616 
people v ho not only -\ oted this week 
to install a $40,000 municipal im- 
provement but actually has the sum 
on hand in cash to pay the entire 
expense 
The village which holds this very 


unique position in Nebraska is Col- 
eridge.-of which John B. Hassman 
is mayor. The municipal improve- 
ment planned is a complete sanitary 
and stcrm water sewer system. And 
not only has the town enough cash 
to pay the entire cost but it also 
has about $10,000 over and above 
that amount. 
Coleridge officials had been sav- 
ing money over a period of several 
years with a view of enlarging the 
municipal electric lighting plant. 
But recently they found on investi- 
gation that"they could buy electric- 
ity cheaper than a small town could 
make it and so sold the plant and 
distnbut.on system to a hi-lrne com- 
pany, receiving about $35,000 cash. 
This, uith the amcunt already on 
hand raised to defray cost of en- 
largements, will more than pay the 
entire cost of the 
improvements 


planned.

butcher sold his beefsteak over the 
counter for cash and the doctor 
treated the baby's colic only after 
receiving his fee 


The scheme was christened the 


"Bloomfield plan." and Bloomfield 
attracted national attention as the 
only town in the United States 
where business was operated on a 
str.ctly cash oasis. 


Merchants Pleased. 


Merchants liked the arrangement. 


They found, they could cut com- 
modity prices and sell cheaper De- 
cause there were no books to keep. 
If they violated the cash plan, a 
severe penalty was levied for the 
infra- tion 


But Bloomfield's plan Isn't work- 


ing 100 per cent perfect today. It 
is just about 60 per cent perfect, 
observers say. Credit, some of the 
merchants have found, is a neces- 
sary thing. 


The breakdown of the "Bloom- 


field plan" first threatened about 
a year ago when two banks of the 
village closed their doors because of 
heavy withdrawals. Both reorgan- 
ized, one crashing a second tun e 


Last year crops were far below 


normal 
That fact acted to make 


the pay Sash plan burdensome on 
the farmers about Bloomfield Many 
land tenants threatened to leave 
this section of the country. 


Orasshcppers Final Blow. 


This year a new peril looms for 


the 
pay-as-you-go 
plan. 
Knox 


county is one of the worst hit in 
the state by grasshoppers. With 
crop devastation coming on the 
heels of a crop failure last year, 
merchants are expecting to find it 
necessary to forego their agreement 
to carry no charge accounts. 


Merchants of this town now, with 


their plan slipping, are not, how- 
ever, dubbing the scheme a failure 
They point out that even though a 
few "accounts are on the books now.

Balked By Red Sox.

OU could have knocked any or 
all of the members of the Brit- 
ish boxing commission down with 
half a brick when they icceived a 
letter from Phil Scott announchij 
that he had lesigncd the English 
heavyweight 
championship 
Mr. 
Scott gaie no reason for this de- 
termination and to say that the 
members of the British boxing 
commission were astounded is put- 
ting it mildly. 


As a matter of fact there was no 


good reason why Phil Scott should 
have resigned as English heavy- 
weight champion. In his last ap- 
pearance in England,he upheld the 
best traditions of the modern Eng- 
lish pnzering even more impiess- 
i\ely than when he was at the 
peak of his career. In the meeting 
with Larry Games of Canada, he 
assumed the horizontal position as 
quickly "as could be expected in his 
circumstances. Gaines was in his 
way when he started to fall and it 
required a great effort on the part 
of Scott to extricate himself so 
that he would fall cleanly into the 
rosin dust. 


Of course, some of Scott's fights 
in America 
were 
disappointing. 
There were several occasions when

Began to Miss Them.

Home Stood Idle. 


An Instance is related of one 


Jiouse that stood idle for many 
months due to its poor condition. 


This house was constructed back in 
the days when stove heat was uni- 
versal.

In this particular installation the 


floor and wainscotting are linoleum 
which is easily cleaned. Often tiles 
are placed on the floor and form 
the wainscot. The uoner walls are 
finished in plaster, painted to ha- 
monize with the wainscot. This 
wall may be covered with canvas, 
sheeting, 
wall paper or chintz. 


Whatever the material it should be 
finished with a shellac or enamel to 
protect it. 


The radiator is sec in a recess in 


the wall and protected by a grille. 
The use of a recess conserves space 
in a small room. 


Mirror Flanked by Lights. 


The mirror is hined, opening on

ROCK TERRACES 


TO BEAUTIFY 


STEEP SLOPES 


A dep cut made when grading the 


street before the home often leave.s 
the house with a steep sloe leading to 
th lawn above. 
The1 problem of 


caring for this slope so that it will 
not wash away with succeeding 
rains has been solved by making a 
rock terrace to hold back the soil 
and at the same time beautify 
the approach to the house. 


Kock terraces are made by dig- 


Ing out the soil, placing boulders 
into the sunken holes and filling up 
the space about the rocks with 
good soil in which aie planted rock 
plants. 


Such plants as candy tuft, Scotch 


pansies, myrtle, lantanas, dwarf 
zinnias, verbenas, and lobelias may 
be niaced between the rocks as well 
as such rock plants as sedum, alys- 
sum, arabis and dianthus. 


A planting like this keeps the 


terrace a continual mass of bloom 
from early spring until autumn. The 
rock terrace successfully solves a 
problem that has confronted many 
home owners who have steep slopes 
of raw earth to conceal.

opened with a bid of one, no raise for partner, no biddable suit and 
less than 1'i honor tricks. 
Further requirement for a Pass is that although the responding 


hand may have a biddable suit it lacks V6 honor trnks. For instance 
the following hand opposite an Openin6 One spade bid. has Spades 
x x x. Hearts Q J x x x. Diamonds x x x. Clubs x x. The holder of 
this hand passes. The Hearts are biddable but there is not a full honor 
trick in hand.

NEBRASKA AND FEDERAL TREASURIES POUR OUT $9,000,000 TO ENERGIZE THOUSANDS OF MEN AND MACHINES INTO FINISHING JOB

T^TEBKASKA'S nine million 
•"-^ dollar state 
highway 


construction program, gath- 
ering headway since the be- 
ginning of the year has been 
rolling along under full steam 
through July 
•with several 


thousand men and millions of 
dollars of equipment at work. 


Although only mid-summer, 


half a dozen major projects 
are completed or nearly so 
and a number of minor pro- 
jects have been finished. Hun- 
dreds of miles of paving, grav- 
eling, grading, and work on 
culverts, bridges and other 
structures, are moving rapid- 
ly towards completion. 


When Nebraska started its

N ANOTHER hot July 


29, 64 years ago this 


[Wednesday, a small tfroup as- 
fcembled near Captain Dono- 
van's cabin, heard that Lin- 
coln was to bo Nebraska's 
jew capital. 


The new residents of a 


center suddenly turned from 
Lancaster into Lincoln found 
that the new seat of govern- 
ment had about ten homes, 
some of logs, a few, scarcely 
more pretentious, of stone. A 
census would have revealed 
about thirty inhabitants in 
the ten cabins. 


There was no grand rush of set- 
tlers, even though the muddy, miry, 
bit of a village was the capital city.

Lincoln lay 
between Eighth, Twelfth, R and N 
streets in those days. 


Not until three jears after the 


selection of this site could the peo- 
ple go to the station to take the 
train. They went by stage or with 
their own team—or stayed at home | 
The first paving in Lincoln was not | 
done until 1888. when the sidewalks | 
were lowered. During 1888 and 1889,1 
nbout eif?ht miles of streets were I 
paved with red cedar blocks and vit- 
rified bnck. Lincoln had first de- 
voted its attention to sewers a de- 
cade earlier, and by the time of 
paved streets, a fairly complete 
storm sewage system had been com- 
pleted.

The islands which comprise the Japanese empire 


have a total area of 166,340 square'miles. This is the 
equivalent of the combined states of Nebraska and 
Kansas. Into this space are crowded nearly 70,- 
000,000 pbople, with each year adding another 2,000,- 
00, in spite of the high death rate. 


Jt Is not strange then that a native-born Nebras- 


kan, a graduate of the university in this city, who has 
spent the last six years in Tokyo in the engineering 
service of a great industrial corporation, should find 
his native state, despite its cities and farm sites, Im- 
pressive from the standpoint of the abundance of 
space and land. Six years is not a long time, and yet 


Kirk Fowter found it necessary to accustom him- 


self to the freedom which is the privilege of those 
who live outside of crowded cities, when he returned 
to Lincoln for a short visit. 


Japan is overcrowded. Some profess tj see in that 


a continuous threat to world peace, because it will be 
necessary for the Japanese people to have room for 
expansion. They have been filtering into Korea, the 
Philippines, and other parts of the«world in such 
numbers as to arouse apprehension and in a few in- 
stances, notably here in the United States, they have 
inspired exclusion-legislation. 


The jingoist and the sabre-rattler will find it dif- 


ficult, however, to convince the man who has lived 
long in Japan that there is any substantial founda- 
tion for the so-called "Yellow Peril." On the con- 
trary, Japan at this time is assiduously courting the 
friendship of the United States. It is simply a busi- 
ness proposition and does not grow out of any exalt- 
ed, idealistic 'dew. The American people are Japan's 
best customers. They purchase and pay for virtually 
her entire silk output. There is no other nation in 
the world wealthy enough to provide a market for 
an industry which provides support for a large share 
of Japan's population. Regardless of what national 
or racial feelings may develop, it isn't customary to 
go to war with one's best customer. Rather, it is the 
practice to put on the broadest smile and extend the 
warmest handshake. So those who are remaining 
awake at nights over the prospect of a conflict be- 
tween America and Japan are wasting their time and 
unnecessarily raising their blood pressure.

The islands are mountainous and less than half 


of the limited land of the empire can be put to the 
production of food. It'compels the deepest admira- 
tion to recognize the industry and ingenuity of the 
Japanese in providing even a slender and unsatis- 
factory diet for so many millions of people upon such 
a small plot of ground. 


Of all the Oriental nations, however, Japan is the 


/most enterprising, alert, and capable. The Japanese 
have drifted away from those beliefs and and prac- 
tices which tended to retard them. Religion furnishes 
a most excellent example of the transition which has 
taken place. The emperor is no longer sacred and, 
in the event that Japan. were to go -to war, it is 
doubtful if the indifferent heroism which character- 
ized the Japanese armies during the Russo-Japanese 
war would be repeated. Certainly there would be an 
absence of fanaticism in their acceptance of death. 
It was the emperor preceding this present ruler who 
shattered the illusion which his people held toward 
him. The story goes that h'e was presiding at a dig- 
nified occasion, in which there was to be the presen- 
tation of certificates. Evidently, the emperor felt the 
need of a field glass, for at a most unexpected mo- 
ment he brought a rolled certificate to his eye and 
leveled this improvised telescop« at the audience, to 
its deep astonishment. 


Since that day, Japan exchanged its fundamental- 


ist views in religion for an elastic, modernistic code. 


It is in the development of industry, however, that 


Japan has shown her greatest strength- She is de- 
veloping a large trade in machinery, in steel prod- 
ucts, and in many other lines. She has succeeded in 
capturing the market in China for locomotives and 
she is doing an extensive business in all of the east j 
Indian countries.

The ne :a from Warsaw reveals' Paderewski' In ft 


new role. His "heir," Sigmund Dygat, is ready to step 
Into Padercwski's shoes, according to announcement. 
All that America knows about Dygat is that he was 
Delected by Paderewski to carry on the lattcr's art and 
consequently must be a very outstanding musician. 
He has been under the direct and careful supervision 
of the old master for three years. 


At the same time, Dygat can't be Paderewski and 


Paderewski can't be Dygat. Genius is one possession 
which can not be passed along nor bequeathed, no 
matter how much its possessor may desire it. 


The world is just as well satisfied that such is the 


case. If genius could be perpetuated indefinitely, it 
would ultimately cease to attract or to exist. 


A COUNTY WELFARE BOARD. 


Nearly $100,000 was administered by the 
county 


board of commissioners in 1930 for the 
relief of 


needy people in Lancaster county and for the care 
of its wards. In five years, the amount spent upon 
the poor and destitute and clothing for feeble-minded 
increased from $17,145.54 to $44,388.15. Costs at the 
county farm during this same period jumped from 
$12 287 84 to $15,281.75. For mothers' pensions, the 
board spent $9,565 in 1925 and $19,265 in 1930. There 
was an Increase of 50 per cent in blind pensions. 
Nearly one thousand dollars more was required lor 
medicine and medical services for the 
Detention 


home. The expenditures under the heading of "the 
county poor relief" increased from $60,154.04 in 1925 
to $99,462.52 in 1930. 


The figures very definitely indicate the rapid ex- 


pansion of the work, of a welfare character which has 
taken place In a relatively short time. They suggest 
the county board of commissioners, the members of 
which were previously overburdened, would do well 
to shift some of their responsibilities to a county 
welfare board. 


Under the provisions of an act passed by the recent 


legislature, the county board may, by resolution, cre- 
ate a county board of public welfare. It provides that 
the commissioners shall act jointly with the juvenile 
court judges in appointing five persons to this board, 
of whom at last two shall be women. Its members 
are to serve without pay and its first duty will be to 
investigate the facts and conditions of any matter 
relating to public welfare. It is to promote adequate 
social service programs, with a view of preventing de- 
pendency, delinquency, and defectiveness; to assist 
and co-operate with" all existing public and private 
agencies and to advise with and assist the state de- 
partment of public welfare. In addition, the county 
commissioners may appoint, at their discretion, a 
county social worker. 


It is certain that with the establishment of a coun- 


ty welfare board, there would be a much closer co- 
operative relationship between existing agencies and 
the county itself. If for no other reason than this, 
the board would be taking a wise action in proceeding 
under the provisions of the county welfare board law. 
With such urgent needs for welfare work at this time, 
the closer the cooperation between all existing agen- 
cies the more efficient and economical the service. 


WOMEN STILL NEED PROTECTION. 


A young woman from an eastern university doing 


research work among the Apache and Navajo Indians 
in Arizona chose to make .her habitat alone in a 
shack four miles from the nearest settlement. One 
day she is missed and a search results in finding her 
body at the bottom of a canyon, -with Indications that 
she was the vicitim of violence. 


There ought to be a lesson in this deplorable case 


for girls who venture into places not safe for them. 
Certainly, the wilds of the desert country in Arizona, 
peopled only by uncultured 
tribesmen who know 


nothing of the proprieties of life commonly recog- 
nized by the white race, are no place for an attrac- 
tive young college woman to be spending her vaca- 
tion, with no protection from possible violence. 


Even though the news dispatches do not indicate 


sex entered into the case, It cannot be Ignored in 
modern life, any more than in the less complex eras 
that preceded it. Women are still the weaker part 
of humanity and cannot with Impunity subject them- 
selves to needless dangers. Even in crowded centers 
of population they are not safe from molestation and 
murder. Far greater Is the chance a girl takes when 
she goes to sojourn in an unfrequented 
locality, 


where the agencies of law and order are not present 
to cope with crime. 


It would seem that the authorities of a great uni- 


versity should exercise closer supervision, over the 
field work done by their students than to permit an 
inexperienced girl taking her Iff* in her hands, as 
this one did. while engaged in tne quest for research 
material. Where such out-of-the-way districts are to 
be studied, it would be much better If students were 
assigned to work in groups rather than individually

The tower of the Empire State 
sliding is turning out to be a bon- 
nza beyond the most extravagant 
dream of its owners. They counted 
n 50,000 visitors a menth at the 
most. The estimate is being doubled. 


On some days as may as 
6,000 
persons scale the quarter mile height 
J>f the building in swift elevators 
The average since the opening has 
been 3,000 a day. and the revenue. 
at $1 a person, amounted to $104,000 
n the first month. A soda fountain, 
now established in the tower, is at- 
racting patronage. 
The building management counts 


a net tower revenue of $1,000,000 


n the first year, with fully $750,000 
i year for the next five years. This 
750,000 a year will amount to almost 
wo per cent a vear on the total 
cost of the building, which, was $40,- 
JOO.OOO less the land value. 
The record of the 
Woolworth 


.uilding has been almost as prpdig- 
ous. It provides a standard of judg- 
ng the possible future revenues of 
he Empire State. Visitors paying 
'ifty cents each to view the metro- 
politan panorama from the Wool- 
worth lanterne nave contributed an 
average of $136,000 a year for sev- 
enteen years. This represents an an- 
nual return of 1.5 per cent on the 
$9.000.000, less land value, which the 
building cost. As the manager of the 
Woolworth building puts it, "The 
Woolworth tower has paid for it- 
self." 
One hundred and thirty-six thou- 
sand a year for seventeen years—a 
total of"$2,312,000. If a mean inter- 
est of four per cent a year is added 
the building's total visitor revenue 
n seventeen years has been more 
than $3.000,000. a third of the cost 
of the structure. 


Should the Empire State tower 
maintain its estimated revenue for 
seventeen years, its tower 
would 
earn a total of $13.000,000, 
which 
with Interest added for seventeen 
years would bring the total earn- 
ings to $17,400,000. or between a 
third and a half of the cost of the 
auildintr, ground not included. 
Mr. Smith's famous mooring mast 


atop the Empire State already has 
proved its value. No one watching 
;he dollars drop. 3.000 a day, into 
the tower coffers can doubt 
that 


his ship has come in. 


Balchen Discovers Bureaucracy.

According to a ruling of the de- 
partment of labor Bernt Balchen 
Admrial Byrd's pilot in the flight 
over the south pole, cannot receive 
his citizenship papers.

he Deity has been so summarily 
dismissed? If I am asked to choose 
on the one hand between the belief 
that the -mind which can do such 
miraculous things is nothing more 
,han 
the product of a blind, sense- 


ess and impersonal force; and on 
the other, the belief, that such a 
mind is the evidence of a Universal 
Mind who directs all that is, I 
should be compelled by the sheer 
ogle of the case and the weight of 
the evidence to vote for the latter 
proposition. 


Theism, which means belief in a 


personal and controlling God, cer- 
tainly presents a far better case 
than non-Theism from the stand- 
points of reason and probability. 
Why do you depend on the pre- 
sumption that because man can 
imagine God therefore He has no 
objective reality outside man's mar- 
velous imagination? Surely it is clear 
even to the dullest apprehension 
that if God exists at all, we must 
conceive Him in the form of an 
Idea. I admit that the thought of 
God does not absolutely prove the 
fact of God.

They were related but not Iden- 
tical bodies. For ages past men have 
said that Jesus rose from the dead 
with the same body in which He 
suffered.

In State Than Any 


Other in Union. 


1,000 
Young Singers in 


Fifty-two Counties 


Vie for Honors. 


Nebraska leads the entire United 


States this year in the number of 
communities to hold local contests 
in the fifth annual national radio 
audition sponsored by the Atwater 
Kent foundation of Philadelphia. 


Fifty-two different counties have 


been organized for local auditions, 
twenty-six of which already have 
completed their contests. When the 
remaining contests are completed by 
September 10, nearly 1,000 amateur 
singers of the station between the 
ages of 18 and 25 years will have 
competed for honors in the vocal 
test. One boy and one girl will re- 
present each county in the district 
auditions. 


The district competitions will be 


necessary this year because of the 
large number of contestants. Last 
year thlrtysix winners from eighteen 
counties competed in the state au- 
dition held in Omaha in October, 
but with 104 county representatives 
this year ^he state committee has 
^decided to subdivide Nebraska into 
seven districts. 


Each district comprises several 


counties, and the contest in each 
will be broadcast over some radio 
station in that vicinity.

RADIO FAN MAIL 


FOR SIX MONTHS 
EXCEEDS RECORDS 


. More letters from radio listeners 
have been received by the National 
Broadcasting company, and sta- 
tions associated with its networks, 
in the first half of this year than 
•were received in all twelve months 
of last year. 
Hot weather mail, 


which in previous years has been 
light, probably will he heavier this 
summer than in the e?,rlier months 
of 1931. NBC officials point to an 
increase in the June mail over that 
of May. 


La^t year 2,178,574 letters were 


receied by the National Broadcast- 
ing compnay. Figures for the first 
six momhs of 1931 are 2,196,684. 
Tabulatons of letters received 
during the past two months, May 
and June, show that the avalanche 
of mail is growing more formidable 
weekly. The May total for this 
year was 255,100, as compared with 
124,476 last May. The June total 
in 1931 was 292.897 as 
compared 
with the 97,314 total in June, 1930. 
In one six-day week last month 


—from June 8 through June 13— 
fan letters numbered 78,420, only 
8,894 fewer than the total for all 
of June in 1930. 
Following are yearly totals of 
letters received by the NBC: 1927, 
540,263: 1928, 772,483; 1929, 1,279,-

Chicago Police Nab Thirty-Four Daily 


By Means of Extensive Radio System 


CHICAGO, July 25 — Crime still 


"docs not pay," but modern Inven- 
tion, typified by the radio, does pay 
and play a most important part in 
apprehending those who h a v e 
strayed from 
t h e 
well-known 


straight and narrow. 


Due reflection proves that the un- 


derworld has been given nothing 
new with which to ply its various 
trades and vices, but ihe forces of 
law and order, quick to turn any 
scientific developments or inven- 
tions to use in the never-endirig war 
on crime, have r 'luireJ a real wea- 
pon of unusual potency in the radio. 


After one year's use of radio by 


the Chicago police department in 
fighting gangsters, racketeers, hold- 
up men and every practitioner of 
the crimes of the calendar, Acting 
Police Commissioner John H. Al- 
cock is loud and enthusiastic in his 
praise of crime prevention via the 
ether waves. And why shouldn't he 
be with radio causing an average of 
thirty-four arrests daily! 
Most Important Development. 
"Radio is the most important im- 


provement made in the police de- 
partment last year," Commissioner 
Alcpck stated in his annual report 
just issued. K F. McDonald Jr., who 
organized the technical committee 
which devised the police radio sys- 
tem, even goes further in saying: 
"I think it is the most important 


improvement in the last twenty-live 
years. The police have developed an 
arm of the law as swift as the gun 
and the automobile. Within the near 
future every city of more than 100,- 
000 will be equipped with radios, but 
so far Chicago is well in the lead." 
Past years saw as many criminals 


in action as there are today, figur- 
ing it on a per capita bsy-Js. But the 
police of those days had only a slow 
and uncertain means of communica- 
tion with their district headquar- 
ters, where naturally most news of 
crimes becomes first known to au- 
thorities. Before the telephone it was 
doubly hard to notify a patrolman 
on a beat of what was occuring only 
a few blocks away; with the instal- 
lation of call boxes and signal lights 
greater speed was obtained in get- 
ting to the scene of trouble. 
Had Chance to Escape. 
Still, however, the crook had as 


fast an automobile as the police in 
effecting an escape. And, so, it was 
not until the advent of the radio 
that cruising cars could get a flash 
of trouble but an instant after it 
became known and speed after the 
culprits with a much better chance 
of overtaking them. 
Picture one of the 110 squad cars 


comprising the anti-crime fleet of 
the Chicago police department as it 
cruises about the city, its quota of 
detectives maintaining a sharp out- 
look for whatever crime may be 
seen with the eye and keeping a 
close ear to the radio loudspeaker 
in the roof of the car for the first 
flash of trouble over the an-. 
Wherever the squad car is It can 


be notified at a moment's notice 
from 
its station house where a 


crime has taken place. In a split

Those nearest to the actual scene 
of crime speed immediately to it, 
other anti-crime cruisers keep up a 
close watch along every avenue of 
escape. Any new developments in 
the case from time to time are 
transmitted over the low wave re- 
ceiving sets to the, cars on the 
"front."Valuable Force for Law. 
Proof of the effectiveness of the 


radio in apprehending criminals Id 
testified to by the fact that Chicam 
has arrested as many as thirty-foSr 
daily through the medium of tt» 
ether. Nothing like that has beeft 
accomplished before except in rani 
cases of concentrated police raids. 


The radio, fortunately, has ndl 
only filled an important role in sup'l 
plying pleasure to millions of pea* 
pie, but it exercises tremendoqj 
po'flfcr as one of the most 
arms of the law.
